20 were busy, or fi.9 per cent. 
62 signaled "clear," but no one answered, or 21.2 per 


cent. 


The averagc'answenng lime of the 210 who did answer 


was 1. 
r>.4 seconds. Those who did not answer were allow- 


ed (JO seconds each IK-fore (he call was terminated. 


The sixty-two telephone users whose telephones were 


used for these tests were asked (His question: 


"Is your service g<»od, fair or l>ad?" 
Of these thirty-nine, or G2.il per cenl, sakl good; seven- 


teen, or 27.1 |K*r cent, said fair; and six, or 9.7 per cent, 
said bad. 


In but one case did the (terson making the lest calls get 


a number other than the one lie indicated on Hie dial.
